Paper Companies Plant 


Millions Of Trees 


For those of us who 
like to hunt, picnic, or 
just stroll in the woods 


and who doesn’t? 
it is indeed heartening news 
that the pulp and paper in- 
dustry of the South account- 
ed for the planting of nearly 
276 million pine tree seed- 
lings in the region during 
the 1965-1966 season, 
According to the South- 
ern Pulpwood Conservation 
Association, which report- 
ed these figures, the sus- 
tained efforts in forest 
protection and develop- 
ment, supplementing na- 
ture’s reseeding, have re~ 
sulted in a situation where 
trees inthe South are grow- 
ing faster than they are 
being harvested for man’s 
use or lost to insects and 
disease, This, too, is 
heartening, because we 
need our forests not only 
as places for recreation

two countries 
throughout the 
world met in 
Havana last 
January to plan 
the Communist 
conquest of the 
world.

“If someone comes to 
your door and says he is 
from the social security or 
medicare office, ask tosee 
his credentials,’’ social 
security district manager, 
Harry N, Scott, advised 
senior citizens inthe wire- 
grass area recently, 

Mr. Scott said that there 
have been scattered in- 
stances around the country 
in which confidence men 
have used medicare as a 
pretense for getting money 
from social security and 
medicare beneficiaries. 
“There have been no such 
incidents in this area so 
far,’’ Mr, Scott said, 

In issuing his reminder, 
Mr. Scott said he did not 
wish to alarm local elderly 
people but just to put them 
on notice so that they would 
not be victimized, 

Any bonafide social se- 
curity representative will 
readily show you his identi- 
fication and will not mind 
at all if you want to double 
check by calling the social 
security office on the tele- 
phone, 

He cited one instance in 
California where an alert 
woman was responsible for 
the capture of three bur- 
glary suspects, Three men 
posing as medicare in- 
vestigators left her home 
when she asked to see their 
identification. She called 
the police and they picked 
up the men, who had used 
medicare as an excuse to 
enter several homes and 
steal articles of value. 

In another case, in Colo- 
rado, men posing as social 
security representatives 
promised higher benefits if 
elderly persons would sign 
a piece of paper. These 
people discovered later 
that they had been tricked 
into signing away rights to 
money in their savings ac- 
counts. 

Another incident in- 
volved a purported social 
security representative 
who called on an 86-year- 
old woman, claiming he 
was looking for counterfeit 
money being passed around 
in connection with medi- 
care. He asked her for her 
money so thathe could have 
it photographed. She gave 
him $72, Of course, he 
never returned, 

It is a-Federal offense, 
Mr. Scott pointed out, to 
impersonate a Government 
employee and punishable 
by imprisonment. Further 
penalties are applicable if 
some other crime, such as 
theft, is also involved. He 
advised older people to 
protect themselves against 
fraud by checking carefully 
on the identity of visitors 
not known to them, 

‘Ask for identification 
if someone comes to your 
house and says he is a 
social security represen- 
tative,’”” Mr. Scott empha- 
sized. “‘If you have reason 
to doubt his identity, call 
the social security office at 
794-3161 to see if they 
sent him out to see you,

This latter 
fact has sometimes made diagnosis difficult, not only be- 
cause the symptoms are similar to those of far more 
serious illnesses, such as leukemia, encephalitis and 


hepatitis, but also because 
cumbersome and costly. 


But now there is a simple, inexpensive blood test for 
the “kissing disease” which quickly and happily for the 
patient, tells the doctor exactly what the illness is in only 


two minutes. 


A cure for mononucleosis? Not in the foreseeable fu- 
ture, say researchers. But with this reliable test, patients 
will no longer be treated with patent drugs meant to cure 


other diseases. 


As a matter of fact, scientists still aren’t sure whether 
kissing is the culprit at all.

The First White House 
of the Confederacy is a 
storehouse of Jefferson 
Davis’ personal posses- 
sions, His bed, rug, table 
and chair and even his 
shoes and suitcase are 
there, 

President Davis took the 
helm of the Confederacy on 
February 18, 1861. Twodays 
later he wrote his wife, 
telling her about the glit- 
tering inauguration, 
the “thorns and troubles 
innumerable’’ ahead and a 
desire to have his family 
with him. ‘‘As soon as an 
hour is my own I shall 
look for a house,’’ Davis 
wrote, 

He soon found the home 
in the heart of Montgomery, 
Built in 1825, the white- 
framed house lost its state- 
ly front columns but gained 
a second story, a portico, 
a visit from Lafayette and 
decorative green shutters 
by 1840, 


The president’s family 
came to Montgomery in 
March, 1861. The three 
children played on a small 
green lawn surrounded by 
an ornamental iron fence,
